Proposed Transportation Budget 

The Governor's proposal for 
dealing with the projected $16.7 
millon deficit in the Transporta- 
tion Department over the biennium 
is receiving careful and critical 
attention from the Joint Commit- 
tee on Transportation, Maine Mu- 
nicipal Association and others 
concerned with maintaining our 
highway system in a responsible 
manner, 

Three aspects of the proposal 
have generated particular interest: 
The elimination of 1981 Town 
Road Improvement funds (TRD; 
the reduction of the summer 
maintenance program by $2.5 mil- 
lion; and the one-time reduction 
of $7.5 million available in the 
State Aid Account, 

The public hearing produced 
considerable municipal support for 
retaining the TRI funding and re- 
Sulted in pointed suggestions by 
the committee members and the 
Maine Municipal Association that 
all accounts be re-examined with 
a view toward more across-the- 
board cuts in order to retain TRI, 
and a larger portion of summer 
maintenance, In response to this 
latter suggestion, the Transpor- 
tation Department presented the 
Committee, during work sessions, 
with a break down of each account 
by appropriation and expenditure 
and made additional suggestions 
as to particular accounts which 
might withstand further cuts, The
